The Spring 2008 General Board report is on the General web site at 
www.disciples.org it is in the latest issue of the online Communique. 
The General church has called April G. Johnson to be the new Minister of 
Reconciliation. She will oversee Reconciliation Ministry a special mission of 
the Church that works towards the elimination of the primary causes of ra- 
cism in North America. 

The Office of the General Minister and President is seeking a Minister of 
Faith and Giving who will lead the Christian Church (Disciples of Christ) in 
Creating a stewardship movement and a culture of generosity. 
HELM (Higher Education & Leadership Ministries) welcomes its largest class 
in six years of Leadership Fellows. Fellows are college students selected 
based on their leadership potential, Church participation and academic prom- 
ise. 

Week of Compassion has activated its responses to the Cyclone in Myanmar 
and to the earthquake in China. Emergency grants have been provided 
$35,000 to Myanmar and $15,000 in response to the quake.
